GREEN vegetables are good for 
health, and they should be 
nerved. ns often aa possible, Chil- 
dren sometinics dislike greens be- 
cause they are not cooked in tho 
right way. They lose their good- 
noas and flavour if they are cooked 
carelessly. If you grow your own 


vegetables do not gather them long |’

SHIPPING. STRIKE 
DECISION 


After fruitless efforts to get 
certain Chinese shipping com- 
panics operating from Hongkong 
to observe the wage scale Inid 
down in the arbitration award in 
1919, the China Coast Officers’ 
Guild has issued what amounts 
to an ultimatum. to the com- 
panies concerned that if they do 
not fall into line with the agree- 
ment then reached, a strike of 
officers and engineers will be put 
into effect in a iar time. The 
issue is a perfectly simple a 
straightforward ane, aad in the 
circumstances prevailing, the 
Guild, having exhausted’ all 
other methods, would appear to 
be thoroughly justified in the 
step it is taking to deal with 
what is nothing short of a scan- 
dalous state of affairs. Some of 
the companies affected are 
actually signatories to the agree 
ment on which they have de- 
faulted; their attitude is 
striking contrast to that of some 
of the other Chinese concerns 
which have loyally observed the 
scale laid down. From the 
standpoint of justice to these 
latter companies, apart from the 
rights of the officers and en- 
gineers concerned, .it is only fair 
and proper that the scale agreed 
upon in 1919 should be uniformly 
respected. It will be conceded 
that the whole of the blame does 
not lie on the actual owners, 
some of whom are the victims 
of bad management and other 
evils associated with the system 
under which their’ vessels are 
operated. An unpleasant factor 
is that some Guild members have 
themselves encouraged the non-' 
observance of the agreed scale 
by accepting positions at a wage 
well under. the’ award rate. 
Happily, ‘they are few in number 
ant the present time, but they are, 
by undermining the basis on 
which the agreement rests, per- 
forming a distinct disservice to 
their colleagues on other ships. 
The position of some officers and 
engineers ig rendered extremely 
difficult from the.fact that pro- 
tests against the wages paid 
merely result in thréats of dis- 


{ missal. When this fact is borne 


in mind, ‘and when, as the. Guild 
is: able to Prove; men have been 
asked to sign on the articles that 
they are receiving ‘the agreed 
scale whereas in fact they are
